A GENERAL  STATE 


OF  THE 

WHITEHAVEN  DISPENSARY, 

For  the  Year  1791. 


HE  Medical  State  of  this  CHA- 
RITY  will  unqueftionably  prove 
highly  acceptable  to  the  Public  in 
general,  and  efpecially  to  thofe  hu- 
mane Persons,  who,  influenced  by 
Motives  the  moft  laudable,  have  ge- 
neroufly  promoted  its  Interests, 
and  varioufly  diffufed  its  Benefits. --The  confiderable 
Diminution  in  the  Lift  of  Patients  admitted  this  Year 
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may  be  probably  occafioned  by  that  precautive  Atten- 
tion which  aAiduoufly  endeavours  to  mitigate  the 
Urgency,  and  interrupt  the  Communication  of  con- 
tagious Fever.  In  Situations  confined  and  crowd- 
ed, where  this  Difeafe  chiefly  raged  in  the  Spring,  it 
became,  during  the  Summer,  exceedingly  powerful, 
The  Cafes  were  then  fo  deplorably  malignant,  and 
numerous,  as  to  excite  the  moft  alarming  Apprehen- 
fions  for  the  Safety  of  the  Neighbourhood:  Happily 
however,  this  Epidemic  was,  before  the  Approach  of 
the  Autumn,  perfectly  eradicated ; not  a Angle  febrile 
Application  of  any  Moment  being  made  to  the  Dis- 
pensary, in  the  Months  of  /luguji,  September , or  Octo- 
ber ; and  only  two,  very  trivial  Ones,  in  November  and  , 
December . 

The  contagious  Difeafes,  which  have  Anee  occurred, ; 
were  chiefly  accidentally  introduced  by  Seamen  from 
Ireland , or  Norway ; and,  remarkably  mild  and  govern- 
able, rarely  extended  their  malignant  Influence  beyondi 
the  Dwellings  flrft  infedted.  To  the  Inhabitants  oil 
Whitehaven,  this  Aflurance  muft  be  peculiarly  com- 
fortable, feveral  adjacent  Towns  having  long  and  fatal-i 
ly  experienced  the  diftrefsful  Eflfefts  of  fo  peftilential  ? 
a Calamity.* — In  the  Month  of  January  a very  Angular 
Endemic  partially  prevailed.  Various  Symptoms  of 
nervous  Diforder  were  connected  with  thofe  of  general 

Fever, 

* A TABULAR  STATEMENT  of  the  Nervous  Fever  Cases,  with 
their  Confequences,  from  the  primary  Inftitution  of  this  Charity,  will  (as 
affording  very  ufeful  Information)  be  fubjoined  to  the  Systematic  Ar 
RAN  GJSME  NT  of  itS  Obje&S, 
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Fever,  efpecially  moft  acute,  yet  tranfient  Pain  in  dif- 
ferent Parts  of  the  Head,  and  convulfive  Motions  of  the 
Limbs,  with  a flight  delirious  Tendency.  Thefe  Af- 
fections took  Place  on  the  firfl  Attack,  and  continued 
during  the  Progrefs  of  Difeafe ; which,  though  of  un- 
certain Continuance,  fortunately  never  admitted  a fatal 
Termination.  'Tonics , during  the  Interval,  and  Antif- 
> pa(modics  in  the  Paroxyfms,  were  indicated  and  em- 
ployed. 

The  Hooping  Cough,  a fpecific  Contagion,  which 
mildly  obtained  in  this  Town  and  Country  thefe  Nine 
1 Years,  has  lately,  in  many  Inftances,  aflumed  every  Ap- 
jpearance  of  baneful  Virulency  : With  the  lower  Clafs 
jof  People  its  Symptoms  and  Event  were  more  benign, 

! lefs  tedious  and  deftrudtive,  than  with  the  Children  of 
the  Opulent.  Emetics,  and  a frequent  Change  of 
i Air,  are  the  beft  Remedies  of  Experience  : A tranfient 
Mutation  in  the  State  of  the  latter,  efpecially  of  moift 
land  warm  to  dry  and  cold  Weather,  being  oft  obferved 
l to  fenfibly  relieve  the  moft  alarming  Circumftances  of 
Difeafe.  Our  Apprehenfions,  with  Regard  to  the  Pre- 
valency and  Danger  of  this  Malady  in  the  Winter,  were 
! perfectly  removed  by  the  Approach  of  a favourable 
Seafon  j and  it  has  not  fince  potently  recurred. 

To  this  general  State  of  our  principal  Epidemics, 
may  be  fuitably  annexed  a few  brief  Intimations,  rela- 
tive to  the  deplorable  Situation  of  the  Objects  of  this 
Dispensary,  and  the  Aftedtions  to  which  they  are 
Angularly  liable. 

The  acute  Difeafes  of  the  Poor,  are  unavoidably  nu- 
merous. 
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mercms,  and  their  chronic  Infirmities  frequently  occur 
at  an  early  Period  of  Life.  Peculiarity  of  Employment , 
Improper  Food , Intemperance , Inattention  to  C/eanlinefs 
and  clear  Ventilation ; but  efpecially  inceffant  and  ex- 
treme Labour  during  every  Viciflitude  in  Weather  on 
Seafon,  expofe  them  to  the  violent  Attacks  of  various 
Diforders,  from  which  thofe  happily  placed  in  a fupe- 
rior  Station  appear  to  be,  in  all  Refpedts,  totally  exempt.  - 
With  many,  the  natural  Vigour  and  Energy  of  the  Syf-I 
tern  are  fo  gradually  impaired,  and  debilitated,  as  toi 
finally  render  them  obnoxious  to  the  moft  diftrefsfuL 
Maladies ; or  at  leaf!  to  have  the  Imbecillities  of  Old 
Age  rapidly  accelerated. — Young  People,  from  incau- 
tious Expofure  to  the  open  Air,  when  heated  by  adtive 
Exercife,  efpecially  in  cold  Seafons,  dangeroufly  fuffer 
very  acute  inflammatory  Complaints  ; particularly  of 
the  Lungs  and  Extremities.  Hence  arifes  the  Number 
of  pleuritic  and  rheumatic  Cafes,  with  external  Inflamma- 
tions and  Eruptionsy  which  the  remarkable  Mutability  in 
the  State  of  the  Weather,  in  this  Climate,  contributes 
to  increafe. — To  this  Caufe,  and  that  of  difregarding 
the  trivial  Symptoms  of  flight  catarrhal  Irritation  from 
Cold,  (where  no  hereditary  Difpofition  prevails)  may 
be  rationally  imputed  the  frequent  confumptive  Affeftiont 
which  fo  peculiarly  di/tinguifh,  and  are  juftly  ftiled  the 
Opprobria  Medicorum  of  this  Kingdom  ; but 
which,  by  judicious  Attention  in  its  incipient  inflam- 
matory Stage,  might  have  been  probably  anticipated, 
and  effectually  prevented. — The  chief  Difeafes  of  thofe 
advanced  in  Life,  manifeft  Confequences  of  general 

Langour 
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Langour  and  Relaxation,  are  painful  Diforders  of  the 
Head  and  Stomach,  paralytic  Weaknefles,  Afthmas, 
Ruptures,  Dropfies,  and  chronic  Rheumatifms  : The 
moil  cogent  Symptoms  of  which  certainly  admit  a fen- 
fible  Degree  of  Alleviation,  but  are  rarely  perfedtly 
overcome. 

The  BENEFACTORS  and  annual  CONTRIBU-

The  perfons  coming  accurately  under  the  above  defcriptioni 
are  to  be  admitted  by  a letter  of  recommendation,  figned  by  a 
fubfcriber,  and  addrefled  to  the  medical  officers  of  the  Difpen-i 
fiary.  In  cafe,  however,  of  accidents,  or  very  urgent  affeftions, 
where  delay  may  be  attended  with  dangerous  confequences, 
proper  obje6ts  will  receive  affiftance,  upon  application,  without  j 
a letter  of  recommendation.
